Greenwich 
zone, keeping Greenwich or West 
time, has the meridian of Greenwich for its 
certral meridian, and extends Tá? on either 
side of it. No part of the zone will, therefore, 
have its clocks more than half an hour before 
or after the Sun. Travelling eastwa: on 
reaching a point 719 east of Greenwich one 
enters the eone of mid-European time, count. 
ing by the meridian of Berlin. The traveller 
puts his watch forward by exactly one hour 
and finds it in agreement with the clocks of 
Germany, Donmark, Scandinavia, Switzerland, 
and Italy.

BULGARS DIGGING IN ON. 
THE STRUMA. 
BRITISH ARTILLERY’S FINE 


WORK, 

The Press Association’s special correspondent 
at Salonika telegraphs, August 28th :— 

The iams have been busy digging 
themselves in all along the Struma front, some 
kilometres in advance of our line from 
Bukova to Orfano. At the latter place there 


have been skirmishes between patrols of our 
men, who cross the river for reconnoitring 


| purposes, and Bulgar patrols, but no real en- 


gagement has taken place. Although these ex- 
tensive digging operations need not necessarily 
imply that the enemy has no offensive inten- 
tions, they tend to confirm the belief that he 
will not butt his head against our strong line 
of defence, beyond shellin some sections of 
trenches. and roads behind our lines. The 
enemy here has. been comparatively inactive. 
Our guns, however, leave him little peace. 
From our commanding positions on this side 
of the Struma we can range the whole plain 
as far as the hills on the distant side, and 
wherever the enemy betrays himself by any 
movement our guns are quick to speak. 

Our gircraft bomb every indication or evi- 
dence of camp, depét, or emplacement, and 
from the sea our monitors and cruisers pitch 
their heavy shells miles inland wherever the 
presence of the enemy is revealed, whether in 
the neighbourhood of Orfano or of Kavala. 
The Greek forts at the latter place, which have 
been taken over by the Bulgars, are situated 
geome three miles outside the town. Never- 
theless, the detonations of our heavy naval 
guns have broken most of the windows in the 
town, greatly adding to the alarm of the 
panic-stricken population.

GREECE’S DECISION

indications in the latest German papers, points 
to Rumania’s intervention having upset, at the 
right moment, an intrigue of the Austrian and 
German representatives ip Greece. The Ger- 
man papers this morping express a resigned he. 
lief that King Constantine will now be faced 
with the alternative of joining the Allies, or of 
a revolution. If the information here is correct, 
there was @ ready-made plan on the part of 
German sympathisers in Greece for joining the 
Bulgarian forces as soon as the threat to 
General Sarrail’s flank had proved effective, 
and there were enough troops of the Germanic 
Powers in Greece to enable the pro-Germans 
to massacre the Venezelist leaders, and hold 
the country against the Allied forces. The 
Dutch Press openly suggests that the King’s 
illness must be regarded as a diplomatic fiction. 
If so, it is probably due to a change in his 
plans brought about by failure of the German 
plot. 


ZEPPELINS BAFFLED BY 
STORM. 

The Daily Telegraph's own correspondent at 
Rotterdam despatched the following message 
last nigh :—Eight Zeppelins, apparently starting 
on a visit to England, were badly caught in a 
heavy thunderstorm, which swept over Holland 
last evening, and were forced to return to their 
hangers.: Six Zeppelins were seen passing the 
Dutch Islands. Bhortly afterwards the storm 
broke, and the airships were seen returning. 
Two airships rémained cruising near Vliecland 
for some hours, apparently hoping for a change 
of weather. The remaining two were seen 
from Zealand, Flanders, and Southern Holland 
at 8.30, coursing during the heavy thunder- 
storm in a south-west direction, and using 
searchlights.

LUNCHEON IN REFORM CLUB. 


CANADA AND BELFAST TIES. 
After the sitti of the Conference, the 
members of the ission and the trade 
representatives of the city who had taken part 
in the proceedin were ontertained to 
luncheon in the orm Club by the Chamber 
of Commerce, the President (Councillor J. H. 
Stirling) presiding. The Lord Mayor (Sir 
Crawford McCullagh), the High Sheriff (Coun- 
Dunlop), and other representatives of 

local civic bodies were included among the 
guests. 


DUTY TOWARDS CANADA. 


The Chairman proposed the health of “The 
King.” Alluding to a recent incident in 
which British overseas visitors were concerned, 
he said that in another city in Ireland the 
toast of the King was by some means or other 
omitted, and attention had to be called to the 
fact by one of the visiting delegates. If he 
(the speaker) should inadvertently omit the 
toast at that ee it would not be an 
individual mem of the company, but every": 
one present, who would call attention to the 
fact. (Hear, hear.) He was, however, 
suffering from no lapse of memory, and with 
great pleasure he gave them the toast of their 
most gracious King. 

The toast wae received with musica] honours. 

The Chairman then submitted the toast of 
He said that his 
pleasure in ‘doing so was enhanced by the fact 
that the Chairman of the Commission wes a 
friend of nearly thirty ars’ standing, to 
whom, and to whose family, he was indebted 
for innumerable kindnesses in the years when 
he visited Canada regularly. It was a real 
pleasure to them all to welcome, in what was 
pre-eminently a business city, such a delega- 
tion of representative business men from the 
great Dominion of Canada. (Hear, hear.) 
Before August, 1914, Canad& meant much to 
us. But however warm a feeling we had for 
her then, it had since been raised to white 
heat in the furnace through which we were all 
assing, and from which we should emerge, 
he trusted, purified, tempered, and, above all, 
indissolubly welded se (Applause. ) 
Canada had given of her t: the Maple Leaf 
had been dyed a deeper red than by any 
autumn frost along the St. Lawrence. (Ap- 
plause.) Ulster, too, had given of her best ; 
and when two men, two communities, had 
stood by the side of the same grave and shared 
the same conflict and the same sorrow they 
must ever afterwards be bound by a deeper 
and closer tie. (Loud applause.) Before the 
war. (continued Mr. Stirling) we looked upon 
Canada as a good friend and a good customer 
a valued connection with whom we were glad 
to do business either as buyers or sellers. But 
that is not the way we look upon Canada 
When any of us has a brother whom he 
has good reason ta respect and to love, who 
has played a man's part, and who has helped 
him through the tightest place he was ever in 
in his life, does he not look upon him in busi- 
ness matters with a different eye? Does he 
merely accord him “ the preference at equal 
prices” when he sends in his samples and quota- 
tions? I think, and 1 would hope, not. v his 
gooda do not quite suit our trade, we will 
take pains to show him how they can be made 
to suit. We will take counsel ether, and 
our brother’s competitors—very nice people, 
no doubt—will understand thoronghly that it 
is only when our brother’s plant is booked full 
that we will have very much interest or atten- 
tion to spare for what they have to show us. 
(Langhter and applause.) Some of you may 
think that is putting brotherly love and 
affection on a rather sordid basis. I do not. I 
have the highest respect for the old Quaker 
who was told a ‘harrowing tale of 
distress, and was asked if he did 
not feel the deepest sympathy for the 
sufferers. He replied, “ Friend, I sympathise 
ten pound. How much dost thou sympathise ?’’ 
We will have the love and affection there all 
right, but the practical way of showing it is 
if any one of us uses anything in his business 
that Canada produces, let him go and buy it 
from Canada. Canada needs no urging to re- 
ciprocate. It is years since she shamed us by 
giving us the first call on anything she had to 
buy throngh a substantial preference in her 
tariff, and all the answer that British states- 
manship conld make was to “ bang, bolt, and 
bar ” the door of Imperial Preference in her 
face. Their visitors need not be afraid (pro- 
ceeded Councillor Stirling) that he was going to 
inflict on them a eneech on Tariff Reform. or 
any contentious subject whatever. They knew 
now the futility and absurdity of imagining 
that the economic and commercial policy of a 
nation had only a cash relation to its national 
life, and that it did not, on the contrary, po 
a to the very roots of its national well- 

ing. 


THE LORD MAYOR'S WELCOME. 

The Lord Mayor, on behalf of the citizens, 
offered their Canadian friends a hearty welcome 
to the city. They in the North of Ireland had 
many ties with the great Dominion, ties which, 
if it were possible, been drawn more closely 
together and cemented by ties of blood shed in 
a common cause. (Hear, hear.) They all re- 
cognised how, at the outbreak of war, Canada 
came forward, without practically any uest, 
and offered of its best, raising an army of over 
380,000 men—an army which had already per- 
formed great deeds on the battlefield. (Loud 
applause.) on to the object of the Com. 
mission, the Lord Mayor said it was none too 
soon to discuss the great trade problems that 
would arise out of the war. 


MESSAGES FROM CANADA. 

Mr. J. W. Woods (Chairman), Toronto, re- 
ferring to the war, said that the Canadians did 
not come in gladly, but when they found Eng- 
land at war they said Canada was automati- 
cally at war. (Hear, hear.) The Dominion had 
sent of her best, imecluding all the available 
university men. (Hear, hear.) Alluding to the 
present position of affairs, believed that 
Britam was in @ better tion than Germany 
ever had been. French's “ contemptible little 
Army ” had proved the finest Army of its size 
the world had ever seen. How it had ever 
carried out that splendid piece of military 
strategy—the retirement from Mona to the 
Marne—he could not say, but it was a great 
piece of work. The speaker advocated that the 
alliance for military purposes should be con- 
tinued in other respects after the war. We 
were a united Empire, and should strive to keep 
each other. We should continue in the com- 
mercial world what had been secured in the 
military. We were one indivisible whole, and 
should support the policy of reciprocity. (Ap- 
pagans.) D os a uo "Amme cd and 
eloquent speech, ry strongly urged 
that the question of tariff should be taken out 
of the sphere of party tics.

with for the season. The brief rush of such 
travellers was satisfactory whilst it lasted, but 
in no case was & special steamer requisitioned 
this year for the conveyance of the “ trippers " 
from one side of the Channel to the other. A 
filtering of tourists who have crossed by other 
routes than those to the North or South Walls 
is ante way by rail to Dublin, in order to 
inspect the ruins and haove wrought during the 
Eastertide rebellion. 

Dublin Corporation—A moffthly meeting of 
the Corporation will be held on Monday next
